something in the neighbourhood of 
250 points. (This is taking. into 
account that, at times, a trick may 
cost as little as 20 points and, at 
other times, when 2 slam is Iost 
that. should have been wwon, well 
over “1,000 points.)

OUTWORN _ 


CALL BY DUKE. oF 
~ GLOUCESTER s 


“LEAD FOR WORLD 
PEACE 


‘ Democracy. is no outworn creed 
but represents the very lifeblood 
. of the British Empire. 

This statement was made by the’ 
Duke cf Gloucester Im 2 striking 
speech at the New. Zealand Day 
dinner of the New Zealand Society 
at the Savoy Hotel. - 

“These are fateful days for the 
world,” he added. “New political 
fheories are growing wD and thet 
old ideas. of democratic’ govern- 
ment are being challerged.

introduction "of the East India - Loans 
Bill. This empowers the Secretary of 
State for India to borrow in sterling on 
behalf of the Government of India’ dur- 
ing the period between April 1 next 
and the establishment of the Feder- 
ation.of India. 

A memorandum on the: resolution, 
issued by the Secretary of State for 
India, explains that the bill is neces- 
sary because the statutory borrowing 
‘power now- vested in the Secretary of 
State in Council will expire on April 1L. 
- Such borrowing power is at present 
represented by outstanding debt of 


£276,000,000 “and unused borrowing. 


power ‘of £44,000,000, or a total . of 
£820,000,000. , 

The provisions “of ihe resolution are 
designed to impose a similar limit. on 
India ‘Sterling debt during the period 
for which the . Secretary of State is 
empowered to”borrow. 

It 36° proposed: also to effect a sub- 
stantial consolidation of the existing 
law with regard to India sterling peed 
to bring certain- technical details of 
that law into conformity with modern 
requirements, and to make such adapta- 
tions In it as are required by the intro- 
duction of new constitutional: forms.
